Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.56 and 1.97(c), Applicants bring to the attention of the 
Examiner the documents listed on the attached PTO-1449 and described below. This Information 
Disclosure Statement is being filed before the events recited in § 1 .97(b) but, to the 
undersigned's knowledge, before the mailing date of either a Non-Final Office Action. 

The foreign patent documents and U.S. Patent Nos. 6,024,293 and 5,937,887 listed in the 
attached PTO-1449 were cited in a communication from the European Patent Office in a 
counterpart foreign application EP 01204766 of copending U.S. application S.N. 09/750,336. 
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U.S. Patent No. 5,937,887 and European Patent Doc. No. 1 219 815 and German Patent 
Document No. 43 29 976 were cited in a communication from the European Patent Office in a 
counterpart foreign application EP 02076260 of the present application. PCT Patent Doc. No. 98 
05861 was previously cited in the Information Disclosure Statement filed December 10, 2001. 

In lieu of a statement of relevance or translation of the non-English documents, copies of 
the search reports from the European Patent Office EP in application Nos. 01204876 and 
02076260 citing these documents and setting forth the relevance thereof is enclosed. 
The search reports clearly indicate the relevance of each documents by using the conventional 
"X", "Y", "A", etc., identifiers. 

Applicants have also attached a large copy (1 1 in. by 17 in.) of composite photographs 
taken of cross-sections of six fuel injectors listed on the PTO-1449. A reduced size (8.5 in. by 
1 1 in.) version of the same is enclosed for the Examiner's convenience. 

Each of the composite photographs was believed to be generated on October 1999. Each 
of these composite photographs was generated as follows. A fuel injector was obtained by 
Applicants' assignee and was sliced in halves with a diamond cutter. One-half of the fuel 
injector was polished so that details of the internal components would be visible in a photograph. 
A digital camera, believed to be a Hitachi VKC-350 with a resolution of about 500 by 800 
pixels, was used to photograph small sections of each injector. This process was repeated until 
all six fuel injectors were photographed. Only the composite photographs were saved. 

Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner consider the listed documents and 
evidence that consideration by making appropriate notations on the attached form PTO-1449. 

This submission does not represent that a search has been made or that no better art exists 
and does not constitute an admission that each or all of the listed documents are materials or
